De~ 
fying the octal ban on firecrackers which re- 
‘mained practically silent even ‘on the event of 
the Chinese New Year, salvoes ran out right 
and left among the Chinese who observed the 
eclipse in treditional manner and, while erack= 
fers exploded in the air, tiny altars of candles 
and incense burned outside thelr houses. in 
keeping with the custom.

Nanking Angered 
By Flag Issue 


Shanghal, May 3. 

“Reformed Government” officials 
were incensed over the reported 
permission granted by the French 
Concession ‘authorities for displays 
fot Nationalist régime does in. eight 
holidays during the year, the "Shang- 
hai Mainichi" reported under a 
banner headline yesterday. 

“Despite the fact that the white 
sun in blue sky flags of the Kuomin- 
tang should be completely obliter- 
‘ated from the face of the earth as 
Kuomintang Government has 
retreated into a mountain fastness. of 
innermost China, the French Con- 
cession authorities have been show- 
ing a very. weak-kneed attitude 
toward Chungking, which lodged a 
strong protest over the _ recent 
incident in the French Concession 
‘when Nationalist flags were. banned 
by the French police,” the “Mainicht” 
‘said. 

It now transpires that the French 
Concession authorities are ready to 
allow the raising of the white sun 
in Blue sky flags on eight days in 
the year. “This new trend in French 
Concession polities Is being regarded 
by "Reformed Government’ quarters 
ag an act of bad faith toward Nan- 
King. 

“This act on the part of the French 
authorities means that they spurn 
the earnest requests repeatedly made 
by Nanking with a sincere attitude 
concerning the flag question.” 

“Reformed Government” circles 
were viewing the attitude of the 
French Concession authorities with 
‘much apprehension, the paper said, 
‘Once having forbidden displays of 
Nationalist flags on the ground that 
they were likely to disturb peace 
and order in the Concession.” the 
authorities changed their altitude and 
took steps to give implieit permission 

















to fly the fags. the paper pointed 
‘Out. ‘These aetions of the Gonces- 
sion authorities were dimeult to 





tunderstand, “Reformed Government” 
officials said, 

‘The daily said the International 
Seltiement’ was “dressed in’ anti- 
Japanese colours” on May 1 with 
Kuomintang flags fying and glaring 
‘anti-Japanese slogans displayed on 
posters and placards in the Settle- 
‘ment.

F.R.B, NOTE SLUMP 
May 3. 
The steady depreciation of the F.R.B. note 
issue in North China has developed to such 
an extent that by May 1 National currency: 
‘was quoted at a premium of 33 per cent., and 
it was generally expected that the premium 
would go even higher. As was pointed out 
in these columns on Monday the position has 
now ‘been reached where F.R.B. notes are 
still exchanged at par by the Japanese banks, 
meaning that a yen worth 1s. 2d. may be 
purchased for a Federal Reserve dollar worth 
ho more than Gd.—in other words eight pence 
Five days previously the "Peking 
"had much of interest to say on 
the subject, in an editorial from which the fol- 
lowing is extracted :— 

In the past week observers of the currency 
siluation ‘saw very high levels attained by 
foreign currency "against Federal "Reserve 
notes, or to put it another way watched the 
yuan’ decline as against western money. In 
Some quarters this situation wat represented 
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as lack of confidence in the FAB. notes, 
especially as the Chungking money remained 
firm. 

Closer inspection. however, reveals the true 
‘cause. There have been very heavy imports 
of flour recently. and the goods had to be 
ald for in forcign exchange. Therefore there 
was a competitive demand for dollars and 
pounds, the bidding forcing dollars into an 
exceptional position. ‘The fact that FRB. 
notes were traded for gold actually is in 
favor of the new notes, as it had been said’ 
that foreign houses would be unwilling to 
deal in them. Yet here we find the notes with 
fan established position. even though the rate 
may give a misleading idea of value. 

‘The apparent stability of the old notes is 
due to two factors. In the first place the 
notes are being supported” by borrowed 
money from England, and in the second place 
the curreney is getting to be very scarce in 
the north as the Chinese and others have 
been exchanging them very rapidly for new 
notes. Naturally scareity has had its effect in 
Keeping up the price. 

If the argument adduced above appears to 
be a trifle naive it Is probably in keeping 
with the general trend of opinion which seeks 
to find good in what must be a deplorable 
currency situation, for it must be quite 
‘obvious that if indeed it is possible to secure| 
Is. 2d. worth of foreign exchange, even if it is 
only in Japanese yen, for a Chinese note 
which is only worth 6d. then it should be 
quite plain that the demand for F.R.B. notes 
should be such as to place them at a premium | 
‘over the National dollar worth a little over 
8d. How the Federal notes could have 
reached so low a value it is somewhat diffi~ 
cult to understand, if indeed their exchange 
worth is in reality pegyed to the nominal 
value of the Yen, and transactions carried out 
on that basis, Nor does there appear to. be 
much substance in the claim that the value 
of the F.R.B. currency is being influenced by 
the scareity of the National dollar, for judging 
from Reuter’s report, appearing in another 
column today, large quantities of newly-issued 

tionalist currency are filtering into North 

China from Chungking, much of which, it is 
stated has already been seen in Peiping. 
‘Again if that seareity were indeed due to the 
rapid exchange of National notes for F.RB. 
then it is the former which should beat a 
discount rather than the lat 




















which should serve to bring their price down. 
If on the other hand shortage of National 
notes is responsible for keeping their value 
up then the “Peking Chronicle's" contentions 
do not recognize the cold realities of the 

ituation. IL might in the circumstances be. 
premature to claim that the experiment in- 
volved in the creation of the Federal Reserve 
Bank has proved a failure, but there is at 
resent very little to indicate that it has! 
about it many ingredients of success. The 
real fact of the case is that the National 
‘currency has still a backing behind it which 
the F.R.B. notes do not possess and so long 
as this is so it docs not really matter what 
artificial aids are employed to maintain 
their value; they are bound to fail. 

With adequate support it might be possible 
to pew the F.R.B. currency on a par with 
National, though it would seem that, unless 
‘some unexpected recovery takes place in the| 
North, even this would now be attended with 
considerable dificulty. The adoption of a 
different scheme in connection with  the| 
establishment of the Hua Hsing Commercial 
Bank whose notes will be on a par with 
National notes, instead of the Yen indicates 
what may very well be accepted as a con- 
fession that the northern plan has failed. It 
‘may be taken for granted that had it succeed 
ed it would have been adopted for Central 
China as well, and the faet that it has not 
can permit of only one conelusion being 
drawn, and that not a favourable one. In 
view Of this the following further oxtract 
from the editorial in the "Peking Chronicle” 
is not without interest :— 

One of the factors which has tended to 

iaintain and inerease public confidence in 
the new notes is the very good balance sheet 
produced by the Directors to the first ordin-| 
ary mecting of shareholders. Chinese banks 
have notably been reluctant to disclose thelr 
state of business to the public, but in this 

‘ease the people have been taken into the con 

donee of the state bank with a. frank and 

eminently fair’ statement. It shows | that 
there is ample gold and silver to eover paper 
money, besides holdings in other banks. By 
these deposits itis understood foreign ex- 
ange eredits. ‘The sound position achieved 
by the Stale Bank of Manchoukuo, parent of 
the F.RB, or at least model for it, has beon 
reflected in the state bank here. "What has 
been done in Manchuria, the public will 
argue, should be cqualled throughout the 
northern provinces of China. 

‘The standing of the old notes with regard 
to assets has 10 be taken on faith alone, as no 
detailed public Balance sheet has been dis- 
tlosed to' the public. 

‘The claim that what has been accomplished 
lby the Bank of Manchoukuo has been reflected 
by the Federal Reserve Bank does not in the| 
cireumstances appear to be justified. The 
reform of the Manchoukuo currency, as this 
journal has often pointed out, was one of the 
most successful undertakings by the Japanese

EIRE AND CONSCRIPTION 
May 4. 
Tie question of conscription and the 
‘manner of its application to Northern Ireland 
is something which may continue to arouse 
attention for quite some time to come. It is 
‘of importance as showing the complete 
divergence of views between Mr. Eamon de 
Valera, Prime Minister of Eire, on the one 
hand, ‘and Lord Craigavon, Prime Minister 
of Northern Ireland, on ‘the other. The 
former has protested to the British Govern- 
ment against the extension of the provisions 
of the Conscription Bill to Northern Ireland 
certain circumstances, denying that Great 
Britain had the right to conscript Irishmen 
in Ulster, claiming that it was a part of 
Ireland's national territory. The attitude was 
supported by the Opposition in the Dail, so 
‘would appear that the political 
leadership of Eire is unanimous in sceking 
to resist something which is in reality no 
concern of that portion of Ireland. Lord 
Craigavon, taking exactly the opposite view 
has reiterated his offer to place the whole 
of the resources of Northern Ireland at the 
disposal of the Imperial Government, asking 
‘on Ulster's behalf in what way it could best. 
serve the Mother Country, and adding that 
he left the decision in the'hands of the Im- 
perial Government, On the part of Mr. de 
Valera there also appears to be some objec 
tion to the conscription of men of Eire, 
resident in England, though why they should. 
‘occupy a specially privileged position it is a 
Uitte difficult to understand. If they are 
not prepared to help in the defence of the 
land in which they choose to reside, the 
sooner they find it convenient to return to 
their own country the better it will be for 
everybody. One thing is commencing 10 
stand out with the utmost clarity; it is the 
fact that in days such as these “He who is 
not for us is against us,” and that, while 
Mr. de Valera.sceks to maintain what he 
believes to be ‘neutrality, the manner in 
which he sets out to place obstructions in 
the path of the general defence of | the 
British Isles, will be supported only by those 
whose ideas are subordinated to a regrettable 
but inveterate hatred of the English. 

Lord Craigavon's spontancous gesture 
demonstrates not only the loyally of Ulster 
to the United Kingdom, but also emphasizes 
in a manner which permits of no misunder- 
standing the very wide gap which separates. 
Northern Ireland from the political concepts 
‘of the south, No better indication could be 
given of the difficulty that must continue to, 
exist of ever reconciling the two points of 
view, for while Eire has succeeded is seced- 
ing from the common bonds of unity, Ulster 
‘hugs them more closely to herself, It would 
be idle to expect fealty from Eire in the 
circumstances, but it is a fallacy to contend 
that because Eire claims that Northern Ire- 
land should come within her jurisdiction, a 
‘claim which is denied by Ulster, the latior 
should be refused the privilege’ which it 
seeks of offering its service to a union of 
which it has proudly remained a member. It 
would in effect be granting those rights to 
Eire which it could only have if its claims 
were admitted, and that can never come 
about without the express consent of North- 
ern Ireland which, it is very plain, it will 
be difficult if not impossible to get. In all 
probability what Mfr. de Valera fears most 
of all is that the youth of Ulster receiving. 
military training will so equip it with means: 
of solf-defence that he in his turn may be 
‘obliged to resort to conscription to offset. 
whatever advantage he may believe Ulster 
will thus acquire. That is  indced a small 
matter, for if at any time Eire sought to. 
constrain by military means the adherence 
fof the North to itsclf, the latter would not. 
have to depend solely upon itself for its 
‘own protection, but also upon the whole of 
the United Kingdom, which would have 
resourees Mr. de Valera can never hope to 
secure. ‘That aspect of the case, then, Is of 
no particular importance. ‘The ' fidelity of 
Northern Ireland to the Union must in all 
circumstances be reciprocated, und so long, 
as the former desires to remain on its pre- 
sent standing the duty of the latter is to see 
that she is permitted to do so without inter 
ference. Any desire upon the part of the 
government of Northern Ireland to participate 
in the responsibilities of defence of the 
United Kingdom is a matter which concerns 
itself alon 

‘The question of the status of natives of 
Eire living in the United Kingdom vis-i-vis 
‘of conscription presents no special feature, 
‘The law quite properly applies to all able- 
bodied men, and it would be without justi- 
Acation to seek to apply a modified form of 
extraterritoriality to southern Irishmen 
providing for the non-application of this 
particular law to them, To embody any such 
provision in the Bill would be to establish 
precedents which might in the long run 
prove disastrous, for only in the general 
application of the law is the utmost equity 
to be found. It may very well prove to be 
the case that the inelusion of such men in 
the conscript army, might in certain cases 
prove somewhat of an inconvenience, but 
that should be nothing which the | con- 
straints of military discipline should not be 
able to cure. A better solution, perhaps, 
would be to decide that such men, being of 
the appropriate age, and secking ' to avoid 
military training because of their citizenship 
of Erie should be treated as undesirable aliens 
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and forced to return to their own country. 
That should create no particular hardship, 
for their places could be taken by men not 
of the necessary age, while at the same time 
it would vindicate the doctrine that those 
willing to enjoy the amenities of the country 
should be obliged to render service in their 
defence. The whole question is of more 
interest than importance. Mr. de Valera has 
sought to remove Eire so far from the Union 
that it is not to be expected that he would 
do anything to reduce the distance between 
the two. His claim over Northern Ireland 
is nothing but an expression in words having, 
very little reality about it, as shown by the 
difference of political opinion which exists 
between the two, and if Ulster seeks to de- 
monstrate her loyalty to the Union in the 

actical fashion which Lord Craigavon has 
50 gratifyingly indicated, it should be allow- 
ed to do so, Ulster is of the Union, and 
in it, and it would be inconsonant with its 
dignity and tradition to accept any such in- 
ferior status as acquiescence in Mr. de 
Valera’s claims for immunity from conserip= 
tion would give it, 











M. LITVINOV GOES 


May 5. 

The sudden resignation of M. Litvinov, 
Soviet Commissar for Foreign Affairs, at 
such a juncture as this must ereate’ the 
greatest perplexity in the European chan- 
celleries busily engaged in seeking to induce 
Russia to join in the anti-aggression pact 
It has been apparent during these last few 
days that the conversations between White- 
hall and the Kremlin have not been. pro- 
gressing towards a successful conclusion 
quite so rapidly as it was first hoped, and 
to whatever progress was being made a 
check has been administered by the removal 
of M. Litvinov, even though it be true that 
this has been on his own request, Speaking 
before the Eighteenth Congress of the Com- 
munist Party, M. Josef Stalin showed that 
there was a distinct cleavage between his, 
policy, and that which M, Litvinov was scek- 
ing to follow. ‘The former accused the west 
cern democracies of secking to provoke a war 
between the Reich and the Soviet in order 
that thereby thelr own difficulties might be 
solved. ‘There is, of course, no foundation in 
truth for such a’ statement, and at the most 
appears to be only a very twisted reading 
of the international situation wholly con- 
contradictory of the real facts. With the 
offer of guarantees to Poland and Rumania 
against German aggression, Great Britain 
was in fact giving Russia a certain degree of 
protection ayainst whatever designs Herr 
Hitler may “ultimately have against the 
‘Ukraine, and expansion in that direction has 
always been one of Der Fuchrer's schemes. 
For to reach the Ukraine now would only be 
possible either with the consent of Poland, 
and Rumania or by that direct military age 
gression against. which both France and 
Great Britain have resolutely set their faces, 
‘The suggestion has beon made that by giving 
these guarantees to Poland, and Rumania 
before consulting Moscow Mr. Chamberlain 
was putting the cart before the horse, but 
when the tense situation which prevailed 
after the grabbing of Albania is remembered, 
and the grave necessity for speedy action, it 
is quite clear that the method which wa 
adopted was the only possible one likely to 
be productive of immediate results. 

‘The situation became complicated direct 
Russia was approached, for Poland in parti~ 
cular was averse to any arrangement 
predicated upon the possibility of Soviet 

mies gaining entrance into its territory. 

‘even though it was suggested that Rus- 
sian assistance to Poland could be restricted 
to the Russian afr foree, there was always 
the possibility that, with Russia fighting to 
aid Poland, Germany might sock to pass 
through Poland to strike at the powerful ally 
to the east, ‘There was, consequently, always 
the possibility that in'the long run’ Poland 
would become just as much of a Germano: 
Russian cockpit as it was during the 
Great War. From this it may be seen tha 
while Poland would like to avail itselt of ali 
the assistance available ayainst possible Ger 
man agiression, it is reluctant to embi 
upon such a policy as might bring about 
disastrous results, especially’ if one of those 
results was the ultimate bolshevization of the 
country. M. Litvinov saw in the inelusion of 
Russia in ct 
restoration to some degree of 1! 
collective security of which he 
‘been an ardent supporter. It js clear, despit 
the statements which have been made in 
the House of Commons, that he has failed in 
carrying through his scheme, and that. be- 
cause the latest proposals of Moscow hai 
been rejected by “both Great Britain and 
France.

alliance such that which at present Japan 
is reluctant to join, but as the step from a 
Rome-Berlin-Tokyo axis to a mililary under~ 
standing is but a short one that should not 
have too much weight in leading Britain and 
France to reject the Russian proposals. 

‘The exclusion of the Far East from the 
purview of any arrangement which might 
have been reached between Britain, France 
and Russia may have induced Japan to re~ 
frain from throwing in her lot with the 
other parties to the Axis, but, as has already 
been pointed out, Russia would be reluctant 
to enter into any arrangement from which 
she would not receive as much benefit as 
the other two nations. Obviously the chief 
item for speculation at the m 
‘as {o what trend Russian foreign policy will 
now follow. It is hardly to be believed that 
it will amount to a complete throwing over 
of M. Litvinov's policy, though it must be 
admitted that this is a possibility which can= 
not lightly be disregarded. Much will de~ 
pend upon the counter-proposals which Great 
Britain and Franee are preparing. If they 
indicate any desire to bestow upon Russia an 
inferior status in any tripartite arrangement 
which may be proposed, it may be taken 
for granted that they will be rejected. The 
exelusion of Moscow from European affairs 
‘At Munich, and subsequently, was resented at 
the time, and M, Stalin may be expected to 
reject any proposals which do not permit him 
to rank with those other European nations 
which are now inviting his collaboration in 
the maintenance of pede. It is a matter for 
which at some date or other in the future 
there may be considerable regret, that there 
still exists in the governments of the democrac~ 
es a reluctance to face all the realities of the 
present situation. If the assistance of Rus- 
sia is necessary for the purpose of securing 
European peace every inducement should be 
offered to oblain it. This is no time for. 
‘equivocations or arridre-pensées, and if it is 
found that M, Stalin's terms will be stiffer 
than were those of M. Litvinov the hesitan- 
cles of the immediate past will have been the 
cause, If the British doctrine, that the gov- 
‘ernment of « nation is that nation’s sole con~ 
cern, is to be adhered to, then there is no 
reason why the agreement between the two 
nations should be with any reservations 
whatever, That and that alone is the realis- 
ie way of looking at the matter. If Russian 
assistance is worth having it is worth paying 
for properly, but if it ean be dispensed with, 
that is a bird of an entirely different feather. 























EXPULSION REPRISALS 
May 6. 
Comparatively unnoticed, a small war of 
roprisals has been commenced between Great 
Britain and Germany, arising out of the 
activities of Nazi agents in the former coun~ 
try. For reasons which it is quite easy to 
understand the British Government will not 
tolerate Gestapo activities within its own 
Jurisdiction, and the action of this body 
in Great Britain has been receiving the 
close attention of the British Secret Ser~ 
vice and Scotland Yard, with the re= 
sult that early Iast month the boast was 
made that the authorities knew the identity, 
and whereabouts of every Nazi spy and 
Gestapo agent in Britain, Enquiries had not 
been confined to Germans but to suspects 
from other European states as well, while it 
was stated that a number of German agents 
under the guise of refugees had sought to 
enter Britain, but had been turned back on 
Home Office ‘instructions. Mr. Will Thorne, 
Labour M.P. for Plaistow, gave notice of a 
question in which he was to ask whether 
the Metropolitan Police had any informa- 
tion as to the activities of the Nazi organiza- 
tion at the Brown House, Wilton Road, 
Victoria, S.W., whether these German sub- 
jects had now transferred to the former 
Austrian Legation, and how many cells were 
operating Im London. He also gave notice 
that he would ask the Home Secretary for 
information concerning the German Labour 
Front cells operating in London. By that 
time three officials had already been given 
notice to leave Britain, while it was stated 
that the Home Office had a list of a further 
ivities had been brought 
It seems that the whole 
of Britain has been divided into four or five 
regions, cach of which is in charge of a 
Stutzpunktleiter, or key-point leader, with 
the object of bringing every German ‘within 
the country into the Labour Front. Con- 
dential documents were being circulated 
amongst Germans asking them to join the 
movement, and including a significant blank 
space for the recording of refusals, and rea- 
sons. Herr Ernst Lahrmann, recently ap- 
pointed German Vice-Consul in Manchester, 
was well-known as the Stutzpunktleiter for 
the Laneashire district, and his activities 
have ‘received prominent mention in the 
British Press. 

He with some eight other persons have 
been expelled from Great Britain, and in 
retaliation six Britons have been’ expelied 
fom the Reich. ‘These include the chief cor- 
respondent for the “Daily ‘Telegraph" in 
Germany and his secretary. The differences 
between the actions of Great Britain and 
Germany in this matter is indicative of the 
different manner in which this subject of 
German activities in Britain have been ap- 
proached by the governments. Great Britain 

~ objects to the activities of the Nazi officials 
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‘and the Gestapo within her own jurisdiction,| which have added any particular glory to 


as secking to impose the will of the German 
Government upon people no longer subject 
to its control. ‘The British Governmept is 
quite within its rights in secking to put a 
stop to such activities, even in going to the 
Jéngth of expelling those responsible for 
them. There is, and has been no suggestion 
that Great Britain has been doing anything. 
of the same kind.in Germany. If there had 
been anything of the sort, Germany would 
be just as equally entitled to expel those 
carrying it on, in the same way as Great 
Britain is now doing, and there would most 
certainly not be the anger displayed which 
official Germany is apparently demonstrating 
in the reprisals upon which it has embarked. 
‘There is no suggestion that the “Daily Tele- 
graph” correspondent or those other Britons 
who are under orders to Ieave have been 
guilly of anything at all, save of the grave 
offence of being Britons. ' With regard to the 
former German Government officials ex- 
plicitly stated to the British Embassy in Ber- 
lin that there was no imputation’ against his 
‘work as a journalist, the step being taken 
“purely as a reprisal for the expulsion of 
the London correspondent of the ‘National 
Zeitung’ " “Der Angriff” clinches the whole 
matter by stating “London may note that 
‘our patience is exhausted in this matter 
also, We shall reply to expulsions in the 
‘only possible way. Nobody shall come then 
and reproach us.” Expulsion of these Ger~ 
man agents is the only possible method of 
dealing with this particular evil, even if it 
has to include vice-consuls. They have no 
diplomatic immunity and could be subjected 
to the ordinary processes of the Courts, but 
in view of the difficulty of securing convic~ 
tions, owing to the fear which Germans daring. 
to give evidence would have of reprisals, that 
means of dealing with the matter cannot be| 
adopted. 

There is only one possible criticism which 
can be levelled against the British Govern- 
‘ment In connection with the action it is tak~ 
ing. With all Nazi officials and Gestapo 
men well tabulated, it is probably wiser that 
they should be allowed to remain in the’ 
country where they can be kept under sur~ 
veillance, rather than cause be given for the 
sending in of new men who will have to be 
identified for what they are. It will be re~ 
membered that at the outset of the Great 
War, the efficient methods of the British 
intelligence service was such that within a 
very short while after the outbreak of hostili- 
Hes most if not all of the German secret 
agents had been rounded up. ‘The argument 
that these men should be allowed to continue 
under the watchful eyes of the secret service 
‘and Scotland Yard may be Machiavellianly 
good, but it is offset by the imperative re~ 
sponsibility incumbent upon any good gov- 
‘ernment of maintaining peace, and good order 
within its jurisdiction. ‘That Germans re~ 
sident in Britain should be subjected to a 
form of extraterritorial discipline by agents| 
of the German Government is conducive to 
neither, It is an infringement of sovereignty 
which cannot and should not be tolerated, 
and in view of the difficulty of dealing with 
these people by the ordinary methods of the: 
administration of justice, the only thing to 
do is to stop their activities by putting them’ 
out of the country. No amount of journalis~ 
tle vehemence will justify the actions of the: 
German Government in retaliation. It is ad- 
mittedly wreaking its annoyance on people | 
who have not been guilty of the same con- 
duet, and while thus innocent Britons may 
suffer through no fault of thelr own, they 
‘will in all probability find it an inspiration 
of pride that even in this manner they have 
been able to be of service to their country. 
They may be caused some inconvenience it 
is true, but that is a comparatively small 
thing in view of the unfortunate light in 
which the German Government presents 
itself. : 

















RAID ON CHUNGKING 
May 8. 


Because of weather conditions Chungking 
was remarkably free from bombing attacks 
untit ‘Thursday, when some twenty-seven 
Japanese aeroplanes staged a raid over the: 
‘city in the course of which the British and 
German consular and embassy offices were 
damaged, Mr. Tahourdin, private secretary 
to the British Ambassador was injured, a 
German woman killed, and casualties inflict 
ed upon the Chinese amounting to between 
4,000 and 5,000. A protest has been lodged. 
by the British Ambassador to Tokyo against 
the bombing of the British official property, 
‘and the Japanese explanation that it was due 
to the close proximity of anti-aircraft batter- 

"s emphatically rejected. ‘That the capital 
of an enemy state may be subjected to such 
‘acrial attack, as representing the very nerve 
centre of resistance, has to be admitted, 
though even then humanity suggests that 
reasonable care should be taken to sce that 
the objectives should be government offices, 
and whatever defences there may be around 
the city, or even in it. That does not appear 
to have been the case in this raid on Chung- 
king, for all the evidence available shows 
that the raiding aeroplanes cut wide swathes 
through the city und wreaked an enormous 
amount of indiseriminate damage very little 
of which can be said to have been of any 
real military value. ‘The whole affair is on 


























parallel with similar bombings of cities in 
China since hostilities broke out, none of 
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the Japanese escutchcon. With regard to the| 
damage to the consular and embassy offices 
of third party neutrals there has been up 
to the present no reason or excuse advanced 
which can possibly be accepted by reasonably- 
minded people, and the only conclusion to 
be drawn from the story of the whole affair, 
‘and the statements which have been made 
up tothe present, is that this raid was carried| 
out with a wanton disregard of the rights 
of others. It is not to be believed that these 
Properties were intentionally attacked, or at 
Teast in the absence of definite proof it 
would be as well not to accept that view. 

The information available shows that the 
British Consulate was adequately marked 
with a huge Union Jack, while the pro- 
erties of the other consulates appear to have 
‘been adequately indicated. It is true that it 
is suggested that the raid took place at dusk, 
ut the positions of the consulates must have 
been perfectly well known to the Japanese 
aviators, who if their bombing practice were 
‘anywhere near accurate should have been 
able to have reached proper military objec- 

ives the destruction of which could have 
invoked no adverse criticism whatever. The 
statement made in Tokyo on the subject by 
Rear-Admiral Masao Kanazawa, spokesman 
‘of the naval section of the Imperial Head- 
quarters is typical of those others which 
have been made with such frequency : 

“In this connection we cannot but. think 
of the trouble which will be suffered by in- 
ocent Chinese people in whatever place is 
chosen for thelr capital when the transfers 

“Of course Japanese air units make thelr 
targets Chinese military establishments only, 
but commonsense dictates that one should 
be prepared for the possibility that one 
sometimes may not be ‘immune from the 
splinters of bombs, 

“Thus so long as there exists an _anti- 
Japanese regime there will be every manner 
0f trouble for those people who happen, to 
Feside in a place chosen as thelr, capital.” 

‘That follows the hoary excuse that the! 
Chinese had placed their military establish- 
ments near foreign Consulates or other 
buildings, and in this connection it may be! 
pointed out that if the Japanese aviators are’ 
sure of that—a state of affairs which is not. 
accepted by the official British view,—it is 
ample proof that they could see’ those’ 
military establishments, and if they could do 
that they could also see and identify the 
foreign consulates. It is urged with the 
completest confidence that this excuse is 
merely an afterthought designed, in some’ 
obscure manner to lighten the very heavy 
responsibility which rests upon Japan in this! 
matter. 

‘The naval spokesman's claim that “Of! 
course, Japanese air units make their targets| 
Chinese military establishments only,” reads! 
strangely in view of all the information 
available. If it is taken to mean that the 
raiders took the whole of Chungking as a 
military establishment it may have about it 
the elements of truth, but quite obviously 
that is not what was ‘intended, for the ad~ 
dendum “but commonsense dictates that one 
should be prepared for the possibility that 
‘one sometimes may not be immune from the 
splinters of bombs,” serves to offset it. More 
over the British Consulate was not hit by 
splinters, but at least by one bomb 
tearing a twenty-four foot crater in the lawn 
and killing some 25 unfortunate Chinese 
people who sought that refuge there which 
‘even then fate denied them. ‘The claim that 
so long as there exists an anti-Japanese: 
régime there will be every manner of trouble 
for those who happen to reside in a place 
chosen as its capital is only correct to a 
limited extent, Powers not at war with 
China, but with representatives accredited to’ 
its government have the right to expect that 
reasonable precautions shall be taken for| 
their safety. It is fully realized that with 
the best of intentions accidents will happen, 
but the history of Japanese behaviour in 
China since the outbreak of hostilities offers 
no support for any contention that such 
reasonable precautions have in fact been 
taken. It would be futile, in the light of] 
all that has happened in the past, to expect 
that the protest which has already been 
made, und whatever other may follow, will 
be productive of anything more than ‘those 
facile expressions of regret of which there| 
has been a plethora during the last twenty- 
fone months. The bland assurances which 
are so frequent in Tokyo are belied by the 
actions of the Japanese in China, and in this 
particular instance all the fair words in the’ 
world will not gloze over the very disturbing) 
fact that the officials of foreign neutral Powers: 
were imperilled by what was nothing more: 
than q reckless attempt to destroy a whole’ 
city. 























THE MILAN MOUSE 
May 9. 


It seems to have come as a surprise, even 
to Signor Gayda, so commonly reporied to| 
be Il Duce’s mouthpiece, that Germany and 
Italy should have decided to enter into a 
military alliance as a result of the conversa 
tions at Milan between Count Ciano, and 
Herr von Ribbentrop, and by reason of that| 
surprise considerable more importance is be- 
ing given to the news thanisin fact justified. 
From the very commencement of the Rome-| 











Berlin Axis it was made quite plain that 
the two nations were uniting for the purpose 
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of setting up resistance against Communism. 
‘There was not the slightest doubt in the 
world that in the event of either one or the 
other being engaged in an ideological war 
its partner would go to its assistance. If, in 
fact, there were any such doubt it was 're- 
moved by the frequent utterances of both 
leaders definitely stating how much they 
‘backed each other, and the lengths they were 
prepared to go in supporting each other's 
claims upon other nations. Consequently. all 
that has been done at Milan has been to 
reduce to a formality an understanding be- 
tween Italian, and German rulers of a state 
of affairs which has existed already for some 
considerable time, and to claim that by tak- 
ing such an action the bonds between Italy 
and Germany have been strengthened is to 
‘exaggerate. In this connection the French 
view Is probably the correct one that this 
new allianee does not modify the present 
situation and “‘only materializes in a dip- 
Jomatie document a fact already in exis 
ence.” ‘That it has been designed to exert a 
certain psychological effect upon the Central 
Europe and Balkan states is quiet probable, 
but whether that wilt be toany marked degree 
is something which only the history of the 
next few months can demonstrate. A great 
deal naturally depends upon the . form of 
this new agreement, which seems to be 
merely the restatement of old understand- 
ings. If it is in fact an offensive and defen- 
sive military allianee,—something which has 
not emerged from the telegrams to hand, 
then it is somewhat of a departure from the 
original ideas of the Axis, but nevertheless, 
still is no more than a documentary reitera~ 
tion of what both dictators have said on so 
many occasions. 

It is as well that this should be recognized, 
as well as the corollary that thereby the in- 
ternational situation in Europe has not been 
changed to any great extent. No new factor 
has been introduced, and the doings at 
Milan consequently take thelr place as a 
diplomatic gesture of no particular import- 
ance. This must be so in a world in which 
international good faith has deteriorated to 
such a degree that the formal commitment 
of obligations to paper has become some- 
thing approaching an empty formality to be 
denounced whenever it suits one party or 
the other. Bonds have so often been proved 
fo have no more value than mere words that 
the compilation of a new military pact can 
ave no greater significance than if the un- 
‘derstanding between the two nations had 
continued to be based upon the speeches 
which the two leaders have uttered, ‘That 
does not prevent the enquirer from seekiny 
to discover exactly what were the consider 
tions which brought about this new arrange- 
ment. It has been suggested with a con- 
siderable degree of plausibility that in ex- 
change for this pact which Germany desired, 
and about which Italian public opinion has 
never been too enthusiastic, Herr Hitler has 
undertaken that violence will not be used in 
settling the German-Polish dispute. Italy 
has consistently been reluctant to engage in 
war over this matter, and if indeed such an 
‘assurance has been given, then Italy has 
secured an advantage which has all along 
been missing from her relationship with 
Germany. Undoubtedly the manner with 
which Signor Mussolini was faced with a 
fait accompli in connection with the Aus- 
‘rian anschluss led to considerable coolness 
regarding suggestions for a military alliance, 
and the fact that such has now been reached, 
suggests that Germany had to concede some- 
thing to Italian wishes, which heretofore, 
have been lightly ignored. If then Rome 
has secured rather more authority within the 
limits of the Axis than it had before, it means 
that the junior parinor has had his’ standing 
somewhat elevated, and if in its own interests 
Italy has prevented an outbreak of war ov 
Danzig and the Polish corridor that will 
‘amount to a marked achievement, 

‘So much has been said, and so often, about 
the solidarity of the Rome-Berlin Axis that 
the impression has becn created that the 
parties to it have all along been protesting 
too much. It has been claimed that this 
new arrangement once more demonstrates 
that solidarity, but the question must natur- 
ally arise as to what sort of solidarity it is 
which requires such frequent demonstration. 
That question is of importance when the 
effect of what has occurred at Milan comes 
to be considered. There are it is true im- 
portant sections of Japanese opinion which 
favour entrance into a military alliance 
with Italy and Germany. Fortunately there 
are others which are opposed to it as seeing 
no partiewlar advantage for Japan, but rather 
an inerease in her commitments. ‘They will 
naturally ask, why the regularization of an 
already’ existent understanding should be 
evidence of the solidarity about which there 
hhas been so much talk. If the Japanese are 
nothing else they are certainly realistic, and 
if they begin to have their suspicions’ they 
will not, in the cireumstances be unduly 
criticized. ‘There is but one other aspect of 
the whole matter which calls for comment. 
It has been suggested that this military pact 
is an answer to the reluctance of M. Daladier 
to enter into negotiations for a settlement 
of questions outstanding between France and 
Italy. ‘There is nothing to indicate that this 
gesture will have any great effect upon 
French opinion, which has fully understood 
the situation in the past, and is quite un- 
likely to have any misconception of what 
may happen in the future. French policy,

Tokyo, May 3, 
Japanese wishes for reforms in the 
International Settlement of Shanghai 
‘were officially conveyed to Sir Robert 
Craigie, British Ambassador, and Mr, 
Joseph'C. Grew, American envoy, by 
Mr. Renzo Sawada, vice-minister for 
Foreign Affairs, this afternoon. 

‘The foreign diplomats were under- 
stood to have assured Mr. Sawada 
{that they would eonvey his represen- 
tations to thelr respective govern- 
ments, 

“The administrative structure and 
the system of the International Settle- 
ment are defective in many respects, 
rendering them wholly unsuitable to 
the present situation,” ‘Mr. Sawada 
told "the envoys, the Information 
Bureaw of the Foreign Office announ- 
ced this evening. ‘This includes the 
Land Regulations on which the ad- 
miristration of the Settlement is 
Cased. 

“The provisions of the Land Re- 
ulations now in force, save for a few 
miner points, remain excatly the same 
as those of the Land Regulations of 
1866. In other words, the Seltlement 
fs still being governed by a set of 
basic regulations enacted 73 years ago 
when the Seltlement was less than 
one-third of its. present area_and 
foreigners residing there numbered no 
‘more than 2.200 and there were only 
about 90,000 Chinese residents. 


Innovations Needed 
“unquestionably the existing ad 
ministrative structure and the systems. 
of the Settlement are in many Te- 
specls inadequate to meet the new 
situation which has developed in the 
ensuing 10-odd years. To enable the 
Settlement to adapt itself to actual 
conditions now obtaining and to dis- 
charge propecly its functions not a 
few Improvements and innovations 
‘should ke introduced into its adminis 
trative machinery and its operation. 

Several years ago. the question of 
reform of the Municipal Council was 

yerly discussed in the 
nghai. It was then pointed out 
that the system of election for the 
Municipal Council. was undemocratic: 
that the British monopolized import- 
fant offices in the AMunicipal Counelt 
‘dnd ‘held an overwhelming majority 
in its other offices and tended to be.

“To. make smooth the working of 
the administrative machinery of tho 
Settlement, it is imperative that the 
structure of the Municipal Council be 
remodelled with a view to conditions 
prevailing today. It is also necessary 
that the nationals of all countries in- 
terested should have a fair and just 
voice in the affairs of the Municipal 
Council. 

“The voice of the Japanese Com- 
‘munity, despite the enormous Japan- 
ese interests is not given due and fair 
‘expression in’ the administration of 
the Settlement. This is evident from 
the small number of Japanese council- 
lors; from the position of Japanese 
officers in the Municipal Police, or 
from how Japanese officials stand in 
‘other departments of general admini- 
stration,

Tokyo, May 2. 

The terrible havoc wrought by an 
earthquake, which occurred at. 2.59 
‘yesterday afternoon in the northern- 
most part of Japan, was shown when 
further information from the stricken 
area was received. following the re- 
storation of communication facilities. 

‘A police report released at 9 o'clock 
this morning, showed the known 
casualties as eighteen dead, seven 
missing and 27 injured. Property 
damaged was estimated pt'72 houses 
‘completely <iemolished, "1,007 houses 
partly destroyed, and’ cight houses 
burned. 


‘The epicentre of the carthquake was 
fm the Japan Sea, some thirty kilo 
‘metres off the mouth of the Yoneshiro 
River, in the Akita prefecture. 

‘The Oga Peninsula is reported to 
hhave been the worst hit. Aikawa, in 
the Akita prefecture, a village’ of 
seventy houses, is said to have sunk 
jin the sea yesterday afternoon. 

‘The damage in Toga, another vil- 
lage on this Peninsula, has not yet 
been ascertained, owing to the lack 
‘of communication facilities. 


Akita City Suffers Little 


‘The city of Akita, capital of the 
Akita Prefecture, suffered very little. 
Only two godowns, containing chem 
cals and drugs, were destroyed by 
fre, 

‘The embankment reservoir in 
Funakawa, a town on the souther 
‘coast of the Ojika Peninsula, collaps- 
ea, burying seven houses, three of 
Whose inmates are reported missing. 

Maraido, a village on the western 
shore of Lake Hnehirogata, in the 
Ojika Peninsula, suffered very badly. 
‘AIL of its 500 houses were more oF 
less “destroyed. One villager was 
Killed. Another village. Goriai, north 
of Haraido, also suffered terribly, with 
‘259 houses demolished, 160 partly des- 
troyed, four persons killed and many 
injured. 

Rail traMe is said to kave been 
Jistocated in more than thirty places, 
owing to the tracks being ruptured. 
and tunnels and bridges being dam- 
Jaged. More than thirty severe atter- 
shocks terrorized the populace, who 
Uashed out into the streets in the 
pitch darkness. 

‘Troops in Akita have been mobiliz~ 
ed, and were seen parading through 
the streets of Akita.

"seem to have a ‘great deal of ap- 
prehension that the economic activi- 
ics in China of Third Powers may 
‘be driven out as a result of Japan's 
fundamental poliey. 

“But,” he omphasized, “such ap- 
prehension is useless, because Japan 
has no intention of rejecting foreign 
Interests, in fact such a step would 
bbe practically impossible."—Rteuter.

Five thousand yen in. bank-notes 
were stolen from two apprentices of 
a Tocal Japanese bank’ yesterday 
morning whilst the lone gunman who 
was responsible for the theft was 
able to escape, Detectives {rom Cen= 
tral Police station are investigating 
the ease. 

It appears that the two Chinese 
apprentices appeared at the offces of 
a Japanese fitm at 69 Foochow Road 
shortly after 1030 am. yesterday 
fand produced the dank-notes, saying 
that ‘they had been sent at the re- 
quest of the Japanese firm, which 
Secording to them, had phoned the 
bank earlier in the morning, asking 
that ¥.5,000 be sent them by mes- 
senger immediately. 

When the employees of the Japa 
‘ese firm told them that they had not 
made any such request to the bank, 
the youths proceeded to return 
the bank, As they. were. stepping 
out of the building however, a well- 
dressed Chinese approached them and 
asked them whether they were the 
messengers from the bank. ‘The 
youths said that they were, but that 
the Japanese firm had not requested 
the ‘bank: to send any money and 
that consequently they were taking 
the Bank-notes back.” ‘The Chinese 
then told them that they must have 
bbeen, misinformed because mot ¥.5,000 
‘out ¥.7,000 was. required, 

He consequently told one of the 
apprentices to hand the ¥.4,000 to 
the other who had the remainder on 
his person, and sent him. back to 
the bank 10 get the remaining §2,000. 

When one of the apprentices had 
departed, he asked the other, with 
the money, to follow him up to the 
offices of the Japanese firm. Before 
reaching there however, he took him 
Into a wash-room, pointed a pistol 
at him and relieved him of the bank- 
notes. Tn order to prevent the youth

Iw his review of a recent film por- 
tying the pleasures of “a real Rus 
sian bath," a critic of the | “North 
China Daily News” justly noted that 
the Russian bath suffered at the 
hands of a real Hollywood interpreta 
tion, ‘The same film gives a similar 
interpretation of a dinner & 1a Cos 
sek, where there are as many candles 
fon the table as in a Tussin church 
‘uring an Easter Service, and the Cos~ 
Sheks break forth into heart-rending 
songs like “Black Eyes" even before 
they have time {o start in on the in- 
evitable caviar and gulp down | the 
first mug of vodka, “On the whole, 
however, it is pleasing that these 
artistic exaggerations of Russian cus 
toms take a sympathetie rather than 
a. eriticizing form, 

Russian Baths 

‘The Russian bath, however, | de- 
serves to be treated more ‘fully. 
It is true that before the days 
of hot and. cold” water at the 
turn of a. tap, every good sized 
Russian home’ had” a separate 
ttle house Where one went to wash 
oneself and rest in the steam, From 
the carliest days this was a pleasure 
Russians indulged in not less than 
once a week. Furthermore every 
elty had its baths for the general 
publie—segregated, of course divided 
Into those for the’ nobility and those 
for the masses. 

“A large elty would have its main 
bath, palatial, luxuriously equipped 
and the pride of all its citizens. ‘The 
bath would have reception rooms, 
separate rooms with or without. 
baths and kept in a hot temperature 
for those who liked plenty of steam 

il in a colder one’ for those who 
id not. Very often there was even 
a swimming pool, Sandunoft’s bath~ 
houses in Moscow were famous all over 
Russia. The custom of steaming one- 
self, and then flaying the body with 
brooms and coming out not only 
lean but mentally refreshed belongs 
to the past rather than to the present, 
Its disciples are villagers, the lower 
classes of ities and lovers of the 
speeifially Russian bath-house, Such 
people like to Hie on the highest tier, 
completely enveloped in steam, and 
Hike to be beaten with willow bran- 
ches (not palms, Hollywood notwith- 
standing). ‘This process, would 
take hours, during which time they 

sted and drank iee-cold kevass— 
that drink so popular here in su 
mer. ‘There were even some who be- 
Hieved flinging themselves from the 
hot bath-house into the snow out 
side, After rolling in the snow they 
would go back to steaming them= 
selves in the bath-house. 

‘Many impassioned and humoristic 
pages have been devoted to the Rus- 
sian bath-house by the country's 
Iiterature, Tussians in Shanghai often 
sound the melancholy thought, “How 
nice it would be to have a real bath= 
house in this city!" Something ro- 
miniscent of a Russian bath-house 
Was opened ten years ago on Route 
Vallon, but as “a real bath-house 
vequires a specially constructed house, 

Mow branches and Russion kvass, 
fas Shanghai has too many ordinary 
baths and no snow, and as in summer 
it is hot enough without steam, the 
idea was quickly abandoned, 1t' may 
be noted that In his memoirs. the 
famous and mordant philosopher V. V. 
Rozanoff, bitter enemy of the Revolu- 
tion, wrote that the beginning of the 
first xevolution on January 9, 1905, 
passed unnoticed by him as he was 
Tying all day in the steam of a bathe 
house.

Russians in Saigon 


Recently returned trom a trip to 
Saigon, the Very Rev. Sergei Borodin 
states that in spite of dificult condi 
tions in that elty Russians continue to 
inerease in number, many arriving 
from Shanghai and ‘Harbin. Mr. B. 
V. ‘Ostroumoff, who is at present 
engaged in extending the net of high- 
ways and railways in French Indo- 
China, is in Saigon and has already 
called’ Russian engineers from the 
latter two cities to help him in his 
work. Mr. Ostroumoff seems to be 
the central figure among Russians in 
Saigon, although the representative 
of the Russian Colony is Mr. B. A. 
Eremeofl. A naval officer ‘in ' the 
past, the latter’ has specialized in 
construction work. When just before 
the Easter holidays the Russian 
colony of Saigon learned of the im- 
pending arrival of Father Borodin, a 
‘Small church was hurriedly erected’ in 
twenty-four hours, Now, dissatisfied 
with the makeshift’ building, the 
Russian community has decided 10 
build a_permanent church. 

‘The Society of Russian’ Chartered 
Accountants and Book-keepers held a 
eneral meeting last week. ‘The 
Chairman gave’ a speech on the 
Activities of the Society and the 
Honorary ‘Treasurer reported on its 
Gnancial position, after which the 
new Committee was elected to ofice. 

Prior to thelr departure on a te 
months’ leave in France, M. André 
S, Jaspar and Madame Jaspar attend- 
ed a reception in thelr honour in the 
Public Kitchen of the National Com- 
mittee. Many prominent representa-

When the Chinese Eastern 
Railway was under the control of the 
Russo-Asiatie Bank he was for long 
ja member of the Auditing Committee.

Young Giant Panda 
On Exhibition 


Shanghai, May 5. 

‘There is now no longer any Teason 
why Shanghai residents who wonder 
what the giant panda looks ike 
should not have their curiosity satis- 
fed. Recently, there has been placed 
fon exhibition in the — Shanghai 
‘Museum in the building of the Royal 
Asiatic Society at 20 Museum Road 
‘a mounted specimen of a young giant 
panda, It is to be seen in the foyer 
Of the 3rd Floor of the building any 
day from 9 am. to 6 pam. and visitors 
fare welcome, there being no charge 
for admittance. 

‘This specimen, which shows clearly 
the remarkable features of this 
strange and rare animal, was pre- 
sented to the Museum some time ago 
by Mrs, W. H. Harkness and Mr. 
Quentin Young, who were the first 
to secure a live baby giant pandi 
which was successfully taken by Mr 
Harkness to America and placed on 
public view in the Brookfeld Zoo in 
Chicago. 

Considerable controversy has taken 
place of late as to the rarity of the 

jant panda and whether or not it 15 
being ‘threatened with extermination 
through the excessive and unlimited 
hunting to which it is being subjected 
as a result of the big demand for 
specimens, especially living specl- 
‘mens, in Europe and Americ. 

‘Altogether, since Mrs. Harkness took 
her first baby giant panda to America, 
nine living specimens have been 
shipped out of China, but a great 
many more have been killed in. the 
process of securing these, and there 
fan be no question that, if this kind 
fof thing had been allowed {0 go on 
‘unchecked, the giant panda would 
soon have become extinct, for, in 
spite of anything that may be sald to 
the contrary by those Interested in 
the exportation of these animals from 
China, it is a very rare species. 

‘The’ Chinese National Government 
adopts this view, and recently it was 
announced. in. "Chungking, "present 
capital in the West, that any further 
Hunting and exporting of giant pandas 
by foreign parties wil not be per- 
mitted, except possibly under very 
‘special conditions for recognized 
museums and zoological gardens in 
Europe and America, and even theny 
only one panda for cach country. 

‘Thus, whatever may have been the 
case up to the present, specimens of 
glant pandas in the collections in 
Musoums, both in China and abroad. 
will remain far from common, and 
must be valued accordingly. Shang- 
hal, therefore, Is to be congratulated 
fon’ having two fine well “mounted 
specimens of this remarkable animal, 
for there is also a full grown speci= 
men in a large case in the Shanghai 
Museum, shown in its natural sur- 
roundings, with a scenie backiround,

‘The letters mention the detention 
ot more than 1,000 pigs ordered 
dy the complaining pig dealers who 
could not take delivery: because when 
the “appointed” Japanese steamers 
earried them to Shanghai the pigs 
were detained by the new market 
authorities.

Chapei Fire Engine 
Hits Pedestrians 


Shanghai, May 3. 
The Shanghai Fire Brigade and in 
particular, Tehang Road Station, had 
a busy day yesterday. whilst a Chapel 
machine which turned out to a blaze 
‘on Robison Road where four houses 
‘were ablaze at about 430 pm, came 
into collision with five Chinese pedes- 
trians who were all thrown into a 
creck and had to be rescued by the 
crew of an emergency ambulance,

Six hours later, at 9.45: pm, men 
from. the same station” were again 
called out and found that their 
services were not required as the 
inmates of 405 Macao Road had put 
out the flames which had originally:

Big Fires Fought

All_available machines from’ Cen- 
tral, Bubbling Well, Sinza ond Tehang 
Road fire stations attended one of the 
‘most serious blazes in recent months, 
when they were summoned to a fire 
in a small village immediately behind 
alleyway 52-53 Columbia Road at 
11.08 am, yesterday. They found the 
villoge in flames and the heat wax 
so intense that firemen were unable 
to approach the fire for some time, 
playing a number of hoses on th 
blaze from a distance of ten yards. 
‘The number of houses destroyed could 
not be ascertained but was believed 
to be somewhere between 40 andl 50, 
‘The fire was said to have originated 
in the bomboo-hut premises of 3 
poultry dealer, formerly of Pootung, 
and spread rapidly. A "North-China 
Daily News” reporter who was at the 
scene, subsequently learned from the 
poultry dealer that he had been re- 
peatedly approached by gangsters to 
pay a “protection fee" of 20 cents 
per foot of bamboo fencing around 
his modest. establishment, He said 
that he paid this as he had been 
threatened that his house would be 
set on fire should he ~tetuse to do 
So, Police are understood to have 
carried out preliminary investigations 
into the blaze but in view of the 
fact, that the scene of the fire was 
‘Ta Tao” territory, it was not 
keown whether they would proceed 
in an attempt to find out the’ reason 
for the blaze, 


Dairy Mut on Fire 


Shortly afterwards, a hut_belong- 
ing to the Sunshine Dairy Farm, at 
the corner of Columbia and Great 
Western Road, situated some. 300 
yards north of the scene of the first 
biaze, caught fire and was complete 
ly destroyed as was the straw stored 
in it. Old machinery whieh had been 
stored there was also ‘badly damaged 
‘The cows which at the time were 
exercising in the yards, were rapidly 
taken unto the street’ and in’ the 
haste, one of the animals fell into 
a ereok separating the farm from 
some field. Strentious efforts on the 
part of employees of the Dalry re- 
sulted in saving the animal, although, 
in order to attain this the éoolies had 
to go into the water up to thelr necks. 
Fortunately no casualties resulted in 
both fires, 

It was not believed that the second 
blaze had originated from the first, 
for, although a southerly wind was 
blowing at the time, several straw- 
huts and a number of flelds as well 
as a’ motor-car “graveyard” Vie be- 
tween the village and the Dairy. ‘The

OBITUARIES 


Dr. Anne Walter Fearn 
Shanghal, May 2. 

Renowned for her lifelong work 
in the medical fleld in China, where 
she spent 40 years of her life, Dr. 
Anne. Walter” Fearn, 310, died at 
Berkeley, California, at the age of 
Go. years’ on April 28, according to 
cables received by her many friends 
fn the city. News of her death came 
as a deep shock to her host of friends 
of all nationalities living in the city 
where ‘she became a famous per- 
sonality during her many years” of| 
residence. Known os “Shanghal's 
number one lady and hostess,” Dr. 
Fearn had a remarkable career in 
China before retiring to America a 
few years ago and during her 40 
years in the country she was 
virtually known throughout the 
Tength and breadth of the land, 
She leaves a number of sisters who 
reside at St, Louis, Missouri 

‘The daughter of Col Harvey 
Washington Walter of Holly Springs 
in Mississipi, Dr. Fearn, as a young 
‘Southern belie, defied the conventions 
of the times by deciding to become 
a doctor and after completing her 
training in 1893, she sailed for China 
to open up the Women's Hospital

in Soochow. Intending to stay for 
only a year or two she stayed forty, 


Aghting a dramatic 
ignorance, superstition. 
disease, 

When she first arrived in the 
country sanitation was unknown and 
she became appalled as she saw the 
condition of the masses. Chinese 
doctors, she has stated in “her life 
story, “My Days of Strength,” were 
rot allowed to examine their’ women 
patients; frequently not even per- 
mitted to. see them. Women” in 
childbirth were left to the ungentle 
ministrations of ignorant midwives 
‘and the fear of the “foreign devil 
doctor” was so great, that often Dr. 
Fearn was summoned to attend a 
patient when it was too tate. 


‘Ten Years In Soochow 

For ten years she stayed in Soo- 
chow, where her whirlwind energy 
won her the nickname of “the Small 
Typhoon.” Faced with any deplor- 
able condition her instant” reaction 
‘was “something must be done about 

"And always, something was. 
Baby cases formed a large part 
of ‘her practice and she once 
Femarked to a friend that she had 
trained in surgery and had de- 
generated into obstetrics. 

During her forty years of active 
practice she delivered into the 
world 6,017 babies; once as many as 
nine a’ day. After marrying Dr. 
John Burrus Fearn, who had come 
ut from America to take charge of 
the Men's Hospital which was con- 
ducted by the missionary society for 
whom she worked, she came to, 
Shanghai. a children's wing having 
been built by her on the Soochow 
Hospital and’ a vocational school for 
‘waifs and strays" having been 
instituted ‘shortly before her de- 
parture, She also established the 
first co-educational medical school in 
‘China through which much was done 
to overcome the Chinese distrust of 
the foreigner. 

In Shanghai she not only donated 
her serviees to the Margaret William- 
son Clinie but quickly became known 
as the city's leading hostess. 
Eventually she opened her own, 
hospital the unique Fearn Sanato- 
rium, which although one of the 
smallest hospitals in the world, was 
also one of the most perfectly: 
‘appointed and run on extravagant 
lines, the patients eating from sterling 
silver trays while their callers were

society, sovial leaders, diplomats, 
bandits, business men, ‘coolies and 
high officials, all of whom became 
her friends. "She mingled with thom 
indiscriminately “and successfully. 
She witnessed the revolution of 1011, 
lived through the anxious days of| 
the rebellion in 1913, and watched 
the White Russian invasion after the 
war as well as seeing at first hand 
the fighting in 1927 and the Sino- 
Japanese hostilities of 1932, 


Soclal Leader 
A former President of the Ameri- 
can Women's Club Dr. Fearn’s 
parties in Shanghai were widely 
known, different people of all 
nationalities gathering at her home. 
She was one of the few  forel 
‘women in Shanghai who had a busi- 
ress of her own and it was once 
Fomarked that it was a kind of soclal 
distinction to be born with her aid, 
‘many men and women throughout 
the world today ‘proudly classifying 
themselves as “Fearn babies.” 

During her work in China she 
had many exciting experiences, 
which she has recounted in her book, 
a particularly frightening incident 
eccurring many years ago. when a 
Chinese asked her to look at his 
wife's “rotten throat” One glance 
assured her that it was indeed 
rotten; it was almost entirely eaten 
away. Against her better judgment 
she submitted to the family's pleas 
that the woman be removed to, 
hospital. Inevitably the woman died 
and hatred of the foreigner boiled 
up bringing an angry, hostile mob to, 
storm the hospital, in which Dr, 
Fearn, the only forelgner in town, 
was barricaded. 

Shortly after the Boxer Rebellion 
she was kept a prisoner throughout 
‘one long harrowing night by a grief~ 
‘crazed Chinese official, who demanded 
that she bring back his wife to life, 
and who intended to see that she 


‘And so there has come to an end 
‘a career which has made Dr, Fearn's 
name famous from Suez to China 
and from China to the United States 

‘a career during which she did 
much to enlighten the Chinese mind 
and to bring medical knowledge 
within the. reach of all members. of 
the community in various parts of the 
country, Her loss will be mourned 
not only by her fellow Americans in 
the city but by members of every. 
other nationality here for Dr, Fearn 
had no. enemies during. the whole 
of her 40 years in the land,

he was transferred to Shanghai as 
manager, remaining here until 1920, 
when he left for London to take up 
an appointment on the Board of 
Directors. 

Mr. Macray was a member of the 
Shanghai Municipal Counell "from 
1909-10, 1910-11 and 1919-20. A. keen 
sportsman, he was for many years one 
Of the leading figures in the Shanghal 
Paper Hunt Club. and was also 2 
member of the Hungjao Golf “Club, 
the Shanghai Club, the Country: Club 
and many others. Mr. Macray leaves

Shanghai, May 7. 
Detective Chief Inspector Zao 
Ping-sung of the French Special 
Branch, French Police, was shot and 
jortally injured when four men, two 
them armed with pistols, approach 
ed him shortly after 8 am, yesterday 
when he had just left his home at 
172 Route de Sieyes and was about 
to sit down in his private rickshaw 
on his way to office, and were able 
to empty their guns at point blank 
range. 

‘The police officer fell back, serious- 
ly injured by two bullets in his chest 
and another in his neck, whilst an 
‘Annamite polieoman on duty inthe 
vieinity, rushed to the scene in time 
to fire at the fleeing thugs, injuring 
‘one seriously. 

‘The detective was rushed to the St. 
‘Marie's Hospital, where his condition 
was diamosed as extremely serious 
and a. blood-transfusion was made 
‘soon after admission. He died of his 
wounds at 4 pm. Meanwhile, 
the gunman was taken to the police 
ward of the ‘same hospital, ,where 
he was found suffering trom a Smash- 
fed shoulder and shots in both thighs, 
[After first-aid had been administered 
to him, detectives were understood to 
have questioned him and it was be- 
Heved that the three other members 
of the gang would be in police cus- 
tody within a short time. 

‘The reason for the daring attempt 
is stil being investigated but, accord- 
ing to initial inquiries, It ‘was not 
believed that a political motive wax 


It was thought likely that the de- 
teetive had been the vietim of te- 
venge by a gang, although his asso- 
lations with the Special Branch of 
the foreo, which deals mostly in 
political matters, does not make it 
Impossible that politieal motives were 
responsible for the foul deed, 

‘Two women who were near the 
scene at the time of the shooting 
‘were also Injured, one of them seri- 
ously, whilst the fiekshaw coolie ran 
for his life when he heard the first 
shot. Zao, who was 38 years of age, 
‘was a graduate of Aurora University 
‘and on one previous occasion already, 
his life was threatened, a number of 
men having been arrested after the 
fhilure of their plan to kilt him, He 
was very popular with his fellow 
members of the foree and of whom 
hhis superiors talk highly.

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Changes in Women’s 
Tennis Rules Here 


Shanghai, May 
‘The Shanghai Ladies Tennis “Asso 
ciation” at ils Annual General 


‘Meeting on Thursday evening at the 
Y.W.C.A. made several changes in the 
rules governing the League.

HOME SWEET HOME

1 think perhaps, some peoples abroad are’ 
more willing to put up with a lower standard 
of life than your people are," said a foreign 
Triend to me, “and that must make your 
Government's foreign policy rather difficult 
sometimes.”

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Opening of New York Fair 


President Roosevelt Declares, “Our Wagon 
Is Hitched to Star of Progress, Goodwill” 


New York, Apr. 30. 





IMIS morning at 11 o'clock, the New York World Fair of 1939 
was first opened to the public, offering the people a glance 


into the world of tomorrow. 


‘More than 600,000 men, women and 


children, crowded outside the many gates of the Fair, immediately 
steamed into the grounds in endless lines, (o admire the wonders 
of the world of the future and to await President Roosevelt's 


speech of official inauguration. 


“Often I think that we Americans offer up a silent prayer 


that on 
Hemisphere has been principally 


the continent of Europe, from which the American 


colonized, the years to come will 


break down many barriers to intercourse between the nations,” 


declared Mr, Roosevelt. 


“Our wagon is hitched to a star, 


it 


is the star of goodwill, the star of progress for mankind, the 


star of greater happiness and less hardship, the 
national goodwill and, above all, the star of peace. 


‘The President emphasized the fact 
that April 30, while the date of the 
Fair's Inauguration. today, was also 
the date on which the first President 
fof the United States was inaugurated 
in oftiee. 

He paid special tribute to. those 
who had drawn up the Constitution 
of the United States. pointing to the 
national solidarity that had resulted 
from it despite the mixed origins of 
the country’s population, 

‘The President expressed “grateful 
thanks (0 the forelgn countries for 
their” general and, I might say, 
‘spontaneous participation in the Fair." 
He then announced the exposition 
open to all mankind," 

After the President, the Governor 
of New York, Mz. Frank Lehman; 
Mayor La Guardia and sir Louis 
Beale, British Commissioner, alse 
made’ briet speeches, Sir Louls speak- 

‘on behalf of all the “foreign

tomorrow. 

In the name of the City of New 
York, Mayor La Guardia welcomed 
the throngs of tourists from the world

In the course of the ofticial cere- 
monies, the Westminster Choir from 
London, composed of 150 singers, 
sang to the accompaniment of an 
‘American orchestra, ‘The President 
afferwords left the exposition to re- 
turn to his residenee at Hyde Park, 
Where he is at present staying. 


Flags of Sixty Nations 

‘The official stand was placed in 
front of the Federal Pavition of the 
United States, which faced on the 
Avenue of Peace and the “Hall of 
Nations, decorated with the flags of 
the sixty nations that are taking part 
in this exposition. In reserved en 
closure, “more than 60,000 invited 
yuests ‘and officials were séated to 
hear the President. speak. 

‘A short while later, Mr. Grover 
Whalen, President of the Fair, opened 
the Temple of Religion, a single 
Dullding grouping inside ie the sym= 
Dols of all the world’s several faiths. 

President Roosovelt then arrived at 
12,30 p.m. and was the sguest of hon- 
fur at a luncheon given in the United 
States pavilion. -Inelu 
350 guests were foreign dl 
representatives and. the Commission= 
ers of the various fore 
the Fair, 

Cheers for Czechs, Albani 

Just before the luncheon, a grand 
‘march past took place on the Avene 
of Peace. Participating in this re~ 
view were detachments from the US.

"There were nine sparkling flashes, 
each equalling 18,000 ten-watt lamps, 
fand they transformed the 12,000 acres 
of fair grounds into a vast, futuristic 
design. "A tenth flash, the equal of 
$,000,000 such’ lamps, ‘converted. the 
trylon into a brilliant spectacle. 

‘Salvoes of fire-work bombs were 
fired above the Fountain Lake and 
then a brilliant fireworks display wax 
held at the Lagoon of Nations. 

Rain drove thousands from the 
grounds, At nightfoll .the throngs. 
Were so heavy that cars were jammed 
few fect apart on the main high- 
Wwoys until trafic started to clear at 
10pm. The police, however, said 
‘that’ the poor weather prevented a 
worse jam since thousands were kept 
from the fair, ‘The police handled 
the trafle in’ excellent manner and 
the accidents were almost negligible. 

"The Fair's vastness appeared to awe | 
the visitors who found it almost be- 
wildering to comprehend the spectacle 
Which is so large that it has been 
Aivided into seven geographical zones,
